In the current Congressional debate over what to do 
about welfare the one clear point is that the present system 
is not working. 


The scope of the welfare crisis is shown in the explosion 
of the Aid for Dependent Children caseload, During 1970 
the number of people receiving ADC assistance increased 
32 per cent while actual dollars paid out increased 36 per 
cent. The growth was primarily reflected in family break- 
ups through separation, desertion, divorce or illegitimacy. 
Almost three-forths of the children receiving ADC were 
in the “father absent” category. 


The reform bill which passed the House has the virtue 
of providing work incentives, work training and requiring 
welfare recipients to accept certain responsibilities in 
order to obtain benefits. It provides hope for eventually 
redneing the number on welfare, because, unlike the pres- 
ent system, it does not encourage family breakups, 


As the Ways & Means Committee stated: “Your commit- 
tee’s bill will establish a new welfare system, based on a 
sympathetic understanding of the needs of the helpless, 
and the conviction that all those who are capable of par- 
ticipating in the economy of this country should have the 
opportunity and the responsibility of doing so. It is a sys- 
tem desiged to be fair and rational, the kind of system 
which recipients deserve and taxpayers can respect.” 


The Senate should act promptly, preserving the posi- 
live principles in the House version. While the President 
has asked that welfare reform be delayed for one year, it 
would be wise to have a new law on the books, ready to go.

Today's Subject: What Parents Can Do 
About Drug Misuse 


Except for speeding in a motor vehicle on the highways, 
Marijuana smoking is likely the most vommonly committed 
crime in the nation. Americans who have experimented with 
Marijuana smoking at least once may number as many as 20 
million persons. It is estimated by the Pentagon in Washington 
that perhaps as much as 30% of our troops in Vietnam have 
tried “‘pot,”’ but most people making the estimates seem to 
agree that this is a conservative guess, Where surveys have 
been taken in larger universities the extent of Marijuana users 
tops 50% of the undergraduates and the figure is rising. 

You'll hear the argument, coming most often from very 
young users of Marijuana, that it is harmless, has no long- 
lasting effects, and it is not “habit forming.”’ In one recent 
survey of 200 Marijuana smokers, it was found that 49% had 
already experimented with LSD, 43% had tried Amphetamines 
and 24% some form of the Barbiturates. In all of them, two- 
thirds had used other illegal drugs! If, in the research now 
underway, Marijuana is proved physically and at the same 
time medically safe (which is unlikely), isn't it obvious that 
there still is a definite guilt by association? It seems to form 
a pattern that the Marijuana user seldom remains ONLY a 
user of this drug. 

Specialists concerned with drug misuse offer these con- 
structive suggestions to parents in dealing with their children: 

1, Keep your cool—a level head thinks logically, makes bet- 

ter decisions and generally acts more wisely. 

2. Listen to what young people are really trying to tell you. 
Drugs are not the cause of drug use — at least not ini- 
tially — there are hundreds of reasons why a child ex- 
periments with drugs. Find those potential reasons in 
your home - family relationships. Correct what might 
become a dangerous condition BEFORE it can cause 
serious trouble. 

3. Get the facts concerning drugs and make certain you 
expose your youngsters to this data in an atmosphere 
of sharing. 

4. When setting discipline be very fair . 
time be very FIRM. : 

5. All experts in the field agree on this one being of Menost 
importance: SET GOOD PARENTAL EXAMPLES! A 
parent who in effect says, “Do as I say, not as I do, 
stands little chance of influencing his children for true 
good. 

While many people stand doing little more than hand- 
wringing, more and more parental groups across the country 
are setting up drug study meetings which show films on the 
subject.

How much is enough? 
Are you careful not to ov- 
erprice an item and lose 
sales or underprice and 
lose dollars that should be 
adding to profits? Effect- 
ive pricing is one of your 
most important, responsi- 
bilities as a businessman, 

A “magic’’ formula? No, 
there isn’t one, but a good 
understanding of pricing 
methods will help, The full 
cost method is used by 
many businessmen whobe- 
live that each product must 
cover all the costs of that 
particular product. The 
purchase price is not the 
only cost; remember labor, 
materials, overhead, and, 
important to you, a pre- 
determined percentage for 
profit, Yet, this adding of 
a rigid ‘‘standard’’ mark- 
up is the exception rather 
than the rule. Such a rigid 
mark-up has been found 
to not be influenced by 
consumer demand, This 
consumer demand must be 
satisfied to sell your mer- 
chandise and make that 
profit. 

A more common prac- 
tice is to use these same 
full costs as a guide to 
establish a price “‘floor,’’ 
Using this as a base, the 
merchant may add flexible 
mark-ups. This merchant 
keeps his ‘‘eyes and ears’’ 


open to adjust prices to 
consumer demand or com- 
petition while still protect- 
ing himself from under- 
pricing. 

A variety store may 
classify certain items as 
‘competitive’? and add a 
50% mark-up over the 
wholesale price, On other 
non-competitive items, a 
100% mark-up may be ap- 
plied. This exemplifies a 
method of pricing used by 
many retailers by adding 
a mark-up - sometimes 
referred to as a gross 
margin, It is just adding 
a percentage of the whole- 
sale cost, The business us- 
ing this method must re- 
member the effect of dif- 
ferent prices on _ sales 
volumes and determine 
which items will bear high 
mark-ups and which low 
mark-up items will give a 
necessary sales volume to 
still make a good profit, 

When you are deter- 
mining a specific pricing 
policy, consider these fac- 
tors upon all business, Of- 
ten, prices should vary with 
economic condititions, A 
trend toward credit buying, 
for example, may reflect 
a willingness to purchase 
higher-priced items, Ifyou 
carry an expensive line, 
consider honoring bank 
charge cards, These char- 


ge cards guarantee pay- 
ment and reduce bookkee 

ing expenses, Entice «

A product’s life cycle 
is important. New, unique 
items can demand a hi 
price and then with market 
penetration the price will 
drop with competition, Re- 
member the Hula ~ Hoop 
craze several years ago? 
Originally, merchants 
charged a high price for’ 
their risk and in a short 
time, competition reduced 
the price to 99¢, 

A prime determinant of 
your pricing policy should 
be your future goals, Your 
prices today will decide 
whether or not you are in 
business five years from 
now, The store’s basic pri- 
cing should reflect the 
‘image’ it is trying to 
create, Consumer services 
and credit affect price pol- 
icles. But once your price 
policies have been set, de- 
vote * greater efforts tOy 
customer goodwill which 
effect total sales volume 
and long run profit. In 
short, sell your merchand- 
ise at your price.

Million Dollars Paid 
For Aluminum Cans 


All-aluminum cans flowed 
into aluminum producer re- 
cycling centers across the na- 
tion twice as rapidly during 
the second-quarter of 1971 
as during the previous three 
months, according to a sur- 
vey conducted by the Alumi- 
num Association, 

Some 147 million cans were 
returned to the reclamation 
centers during the April- 
June quarter, compared to 
73 million cans turned in the 
first quarter-year. Close to 
$1 million was paid out in the 
six month period. 

If collections for the rest 
of the year continue at the 
second-quarter rate, total 
1971 collections would 
amount to more than 515 
million cans cleaned up off 
the ground or separated out 
of trash.

Should you be concerned 
about the provisions of the 
1969 Consumer Credit Pro- 
tection Act?

Most consumers are di- 
rectly affected by the Act, 
Amy person or organization 
who extends or arranges 


credit for which a finance 
charge is or may be pay~ 
able or which is repayable 
in more than four install- 
ments must be familiar 
with Federal Reserve Re- 
gulation Z -- Truth- 
in-Lending. As acreditor, 
you are responsible for 
complying with the regula- 
tion, 

For instance, if you own 
a shop you can no longer 
advertise that you will sell 
‘watches or any other item 
for ‘five dollars down and 
two dollars a month,’ You 
must specifycash price and 
all credit charges, 

It should be pointed out 
that Regulation Z is a dis- 
closure law. it does nor 
fix maximum or minimum 
charges for credit. Itsim- 
ply specifies what facts you 
must show your customers

The Truth -In - Len- 
ding Act and Regulation Z 
(1) spell out the disclosures 
that those who extend con- 
sumer credit must make 
to their customers, (2) set 
standards for advertising 
credit terms and (3)_per- 
mit a customer to cancel 
some types of credit ar- 
rangements, 

The finance charge and 
the annual percentage rate 
are the two most impor- 
tant disclosures required 
by this regulation, As de- 
fined by the Regulation, the 
finance charge is the total 


of ull costs which your 
customer must pay directly 
or indirectly for obtain- 
ing credit, The annual 
percentage rate, simply 
stated, is the cost of cre- 
dit in percentage terms, 

Some of the more con- 
mon items that make up 
the finance charge figure 


are: interest, loan fee, 
loan brokerage fee, time 
price differential, car- 
rying charges, premium 


for credit life or other in- 
surance (if required), and 
credit check fee (except 
real estate transactions.) 
Some costs which may be 
excluded from the finance 
charge are taxes, licenses 
fees, registration fees, 
certain title and other le- 
gal fees, and some real es- 
tate closing fees, You 
must, however,. itemize 


these charges and show 
them to your customer, 
The statement of cre- 
dit costs, as shown to the 
customer must be clearly 
typed or written, stating 
the dollars and cents total 
and the annual percentage 
rate, The words ‘finance 
charge’ and ‘annual per- 
centage rate’ must stand 
out clearly, along with their 
respective figures, 
Figuring out the annual 
percentage rate of the cost 
of credit on individual 
transactions can be very 
complex in some instances, 
The computation will vary 
depending upon whether the 
credit is ‘open - end’ or

Crime in the nation is 
proving to he one of our 
toughest enemies, accord- 
ing to the FBI’s Uniform 
Crime Reports for 1971, 

[he news is not good, 
considering the Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s emphasis on 
the problem that the bill- 
ions of dollars appropria- 
ted by Congress to curb 
crime, 

There is a natural ten- 
dency in any Adminis- 
tration to make even the 
worst crime report sound 
good, as when the Attorney 
General Mitchell was en- 
couraged that crime in- 
creased in 1970 ata slow- 
er rate than in 1969, 

While it is true that cri- 
me rose ll percent last 
year, compared to 12 per- 
cent in 1969 and 17 percent 
in 1968, there is hardly 
need for jubilation and lit- 
tle in the latest statistics 
to offer encouragement, 

The total number of ser- 
ious crimes increased, 
rate of increase notwith- 
Standing, and that is still 
bad news no matter how you 
look at it, 

The Attorney General 
might alsohave commented 


on increased rate of violent 
crimes, which rose from ll 
percent to 12 percent. In- 
cluded in the category of 
violent crimes are murder, 
aggravated assaults, for- 
cible rape, robbery, and 
non - negligent manslau- 
ghter, 

The rate of increase in 
property crimes, which in- 
cluded burglary, major 
larceny and auto theft, de- 
creased from 12 percent 
to ll percent, but, again, 
the total number of such 
crimes did increase, 

One of the most alarm- 
ing figures in FBI Direc- 
tor Hoover’s report shows 
that narcotics arrests have 
increased 44 percent, It 
is hard to realize that the 
number of arrests for nar- 
cotics offenses last year 
was seven times that 10 
years ago, 

Crime today is parti- 
cularly characterized by 
violence, Of the 5,568, 
200 serious crimes com- 
mitted last year, 731,400 
were violent. During this 
record of violence, 15,810 
americans were murder-~ 
ed, 


The problem is certain- 
ly no longer: one of the 
Northeast, Crime was up 
14 percent in the South; 12 
percent in the Midwest; ll 
percent in the Northeast; 
and 9 percent in the West, 

The big cities have the 
highest increase innumber 
of crimes in 1970, but the6 
percent crime increase in 
cities of over 250,000 re- 
presented a smaller rate of 
increase than in 1969, 

On the other hand, rural 
and suburban areas are 
more and more becoming 
targets of crime, Rural 
areas experienced a 15 per- 
cent increase last year, and 
suburbia suffered a 10per- 
cent increase, 

The frightening thing 
about the FBI statistics is 
that they are necessarily 
not an accurate picture of 
just how many crimes are 
committed in this country, 
A great many crimes are 
never reported, 

Added to that realiza- 
tion is th. Bureau’s pro- 
blem of getting accurate 
data from all sources to 
compile its uniform crime 
reports each year.

FALL, SEEDING 

A lot of Coffee County 
farmers are getting ready 
to plant rye, wheat, and 
other small grains, How-~ 
ever, rye will be the lead- 
ing small grain plants, 
There are several ways to 


plant. One of the easiest 
ways is to mix the seed 
and fertilizer and spread 


both in one operation, This 
can be done by commer- 
cial spreader trucks, Then 
all that is needed is 2 to 
3 inch discing. Drilling is

AZALEAS 

My neighbor, James 
Walker, called me and said 
that some worms were eat- 
ing the leaves of his aza- 
leas. Since his property 
adjoins mine, I asked him 
to go right ahead and dust 
his plants thoroughly with 
10%, Sevin or get one of the 
commercial operators in 
town to do it for him, He 
followed my instructions, 
and I forgot to look at my 
own plants, After twodays 
I went out and found two of 
my azalea plants comple- 
tely stripped of leaves and 
there were hundzeds of the 
caterpillars called azalea 
Datana on my plants, This 
caterpillar is _ colorful, 
hairy, red to black with 
rows of white to yellow 
spots along its sides, | 
would advise folks who have 
azaleas to watch plants ca- 
refully and use 10% Sevin 
dust if these caterpillars 
are found, 


KILLING Bermudagrass 

Mrs, Pearl Thomason of 
Kinston wrote asking about 
killing Bermudagrass, Da- 
lapon, sold under the trade 
name Dowpon, can be used 
to kill Bermudagrass, but 
it will also kill other de- 
sirable lawn grasses, We 
do not know of a chemical 
that will Selectively re- 
move Bermudagrass from 
lawns, Dowpon should be 
applied at the rate of 5to 
7 pounds of active material 
per acre, 

If { had a real big Ber- 
mudagrass problem I would 
go’ ahead and use this ma- 
terial and kill all of the 
grasses, Then I would 
come back and reseed with 
a desirable lawn grass, 

In other cases where Ba~ 
hiagrass and nutgrass are 
problems, I would use me- 
thyl bromide and comple- 
tely kill the grasses and 
everything else in the soil 
and start again, 

If only small spots of 
Bermuda are present, they 
can be killed with the Dow- 
pon and the other lawn 
grass will probably spread 
over the areas, Use 8-l( 
tablespoonsful of Dowpon 
in a gallon of water and 
spray to thorough wet the 
growing Bermudagrass,

REPORTS 

Do you know the dif- 
ference between credit re- 
ports and investigative re- 
ports? 

Regular credit reports 
are compiled and maintain- 
ed for the purpose of help- 
ing consumers obtain cre- 
dit. Credit bureaus don’t 
make use of outside inves- 


tigators who are some- 
times used in insurance 
reporting, 


An investigative report 
consists of information ab- 
out a consumer’s charac- 
ter, general reputation, 
personal characteristics 
or mode of living. The in+ 
formation is usually ob- 
tained through personal in~ 
terviews with neighbors, 
friends or associates of 
the consumer reported on 
or with other people with 
who the consumer is ac- 
quainted, 

A credit bureau doesn’t 
normally compile this type 
of report, However, some- 
times an employment 
report made by a credit 
bureau will contain some 
investigative information, 

The information nor- 
mally accumulated in a 
credit record consists ‘of 
identy information--name, 
address, marital status and 
social security number, It 
also includes present em- 
ployment -- position held 
length of employment and 
income, And it contains 
personal history--date of 
birth, number of depen- 
dents, previous address, 
and previous employment 
information, Credit his- 
tory information, includ- 
ing credit experience with 
credit granters, and pub-

lic record information, 
which credit granters feel 
is important ‘to know, are 
also included in the re- 
port, 


COOK IT RIGHT 

You should cook most 
frozen vegetables with- 
out thawing them first, For 
instance, leafy vegeta- 
bles such as turnip greens 
cook more evenly if thawed 
just enough to separate the 
leaves before cooking. 
Corn on the cob should be 
partially thawed before co- 
oking, so that the cob will 
be heated through by the 
time the corn is cooked. 
Holding corn after thawing 
or cooking causes soggi- 
ness, 

For most’ vegetables 
one-half cup of water is 
enough for a pint size pack- 
age. Don’t forget the frost 
in the packages furnishes

CREDIT CARDS 

If I lose one of my cre- 
dit cards, and an un-scru- 
pulous finder runs up a 
1,000 dollar bill with it, 
how much do I have topay?

The new law which is 
now in effect to protect 
credit card holders is an 
amendment to the truth- 
in-lending act. It pro- 
tects card holders against 
outstanding losses resul- 
ting from theft or un-au- 
thorized use of the cards, 

The amendment says the 
credit card holder is res- 
ponsible for a maximum 
of $50, regardless of when 
the card is found missing. 
But if you act quickly and 
report to the company be-~ 
fore the card is used, you 
may not have to pay any- 
thing. The card issuer 
is responsible for any~ 
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thing above $50, 

If you lose a credit card 
wire, phone or write the 
credit card company im- 
mediately, The date the 
notice is received will de-

Dove Season Opened 
On Wednesday 


The first section of the 
dove season and a nine- 
day special teal hunting 
season will open this week 
in Alabama, Conservation 
Commissioner Claude D, 
Kelley announced Monday, 

Kelley said the 50-day 
first section of the dove 
season will open at noon, 
Saturday, Sept. 25, and the 
special teal duck hunting 
season will open at sunrise 
on Wednesday, Sept. 22, 

The daily bag and posse- 
ssion limit on doves is 12 
this season, as required by 
the U.S, Fish and Wildlife 
Service which sets the 
maximum bag limit for 
migratory game birds, The 
bag limit during the teal 
season, which runs until 
sundown, Sept. 30, is 4 
per day and 8 in posses- 
sion, 

Game and Fish Division 
Director Charles D, Kelley 
said there are good local 
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populations of doves. How- 
ever, he cautioned, ‘‘Con- 
tinued rains could cause 
a serious shift in these 
populations because of the 
lack of available food,’’ 

Kelley said the shifting 
doves would probably bene- 
fit from late - harvested 
grain or late grain plant- 
ings, 

The first section of the 
dove season will run until 
sundown, Nov, 13. The 20- 
day last section of the sea- 
son wil] open Dec, 20 and 
run until sundown, Jan, 8 
1972, 

Speaking of prospects for 
teal hunters, Kelley said, 
“Last year in the Decatur 
area and in the Mobile- 
Baldwin County region, the 
teal season was a tremen- 
dous success, We’re look- 
ing for another good year, 
The teal population in both 
areas appears to be very 
good,”’

A tornado severely dam- 
aged a home occupied by 
a Negro woman and her 


seven children shortly 
after midnight Friday 
morning without injuring 


the occupants, 

The woman, Carry Nell 
Wright, of Elba, Rt, 2, 
said she was standing at a 
bedroom window, having . 
heard some noise, when 
the tornado hit, Some of 
the children, ranging in 
age from one to 18, were 
asleep and others were 
awake, 

The roof was blown off 
the house and parts of it 
were found in a nearby 
peanut field. The frontwall 
of the concrete block house 
was knocked down, Anauto- 
mobile in front of the house 
was apparently picked up, 
rolled over several times 
and left in. the edge of the 


yard, 
The house is one-half 
mile east of Danley’s 


Crossroads on Coffee 
County Road 70, about six 
and one-half miles west 
of Elba, The tornado ap- 
parently came from the 
southwest and was headed 
northeast,
